REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Education of the Windham School District: 


I herewith submit my report as superintendent of schools- 

As my term of service has covered only the present school 
- year, I will speak but briefly of the present condition of the 
schools. 

But four schools are now regularly maintained. These 
had a total registration for the fall term of 77. If it were 
practical further concentration would be desirable. This is 
probably out of the question now on account of the distan- 
ces that it would be necessary to transport the children. 
There is always likely to be a loss in efficiency in maintain- 
ing small isolated schools. This will depend, however, in a 

great measure upon two things, the skill and effectiveness of 

the teacher, and the spirit of the community. <A goodteach 

er, supported by the sympathetic co-operation of the com- 
munity, can do effective, and often most satisfactory work 
in our rural schools. It is a field of promise. — 

The schools opened in September with one new teacher, 
Miss Ethel Farrington at District No. 3. After six weeks, 
Miss Farrington resigned, and Miss Feodora Nichols was 
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secured for the place. But the school was ina somewhat 
chaotic condition, and after a week anda_ half, Miss Nina 
A. Boyd was placed in charge. Since then the school has 
made rapid progress. A marked improvement in spirit has 
been brought about, and consequently the work done has 
_ been more effective and satisfactory. 

The school at No. 1, was somewhat broken up during 
the fall term by the ‘ines of the teacher, Miss Cutting- 
After a time a substitute was put in charge, Miss L. T. Carl- 
ton, who remained six weeks, and did effective work. Miss 
Cutting was able to return after the Christmas vacation and 
the school is now making its usual progress under her tui- 
tion. 

The schools at No. 4 and No. 6, have been without in- | 
terruption. ‘The attendance at these schools has been rath- 
er more regular. This-is always an element in the success 
of any school. The most skillful teacher cannot obtain good 
results in a school where the attendance is. irregular. Par- 
ticularly is this true where the irreguler attendance is due to. 
indifference, or to employment by which the interest of the 
child is taken from his school work. No parent who has 
any respect for law or any consideration for his child will 
allow the child to be absent from school except in case of 
necessity. With few exceptions, the attendance in our 
schools has been good. 

The Searles building at No. 1, is an unusual and an ex- 
ceedingly attractive buildiug. There is probably no rural 
school in the country to be compared with it in exellence of 
architecture and general attractiveness. It should be pre- 
served with care and the grounds as well as the building 
should be kept in as attractive condition as possible. 

On the other hand the buildings in the other districts 
are in a poor condition. They are old and in many ways 
are inadequately furnished. They should be made thorough- 
ly modern and comfortable, and should be well equipped, 
They-should be made attractive even. This can be done 
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gradually without incurring any great expense in any one 
year. 

With our school plants put in good condition, with the 
full school year, whieh has already been accomplished, and 
with a unified course of study, carefully supervised, the chil- 
‘dren of Windham should benefit by just as good school priv-| 
ileges as are obtainabie.. 

The most important facts of the school statistics are 
shown in the appended table. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the 
school committee, the“teachers, and all who have in any way 
contributed to the success of the schools.
